Reasons For Slump 


The spokesman recalled that the 
Japanese gave the following reasons 
for the slump of the yen: 

(1). Inflation of currency fn 
Japan; (2) the sharp rise of com- 
modity prices in Japan; (3) the 
prosecution of the Sino-Japanese 
war and the tension prevailing in 
Europe; and (4) fallure of Japan to 
eaforce the original plan of the Hua 
Hsingi Commercial Bank. In short, 
the slump is due largely to the 
gradual collapse of the whole Japan- 
ese currency system. 

To mect war expenses .the Japan- 
ese government has issued an 
enermous amount of bonds, As they 
have exceeded ‘the subscribing power 
of the people, the Japanese Govern- 
ment hus now resorted to the policy 
of unlimited issue of yen notes, 
large amount of these yen notes os 
well us military notes’ have been put 
in circulation in the “occupied” 
areas. 

Since Japan's reserves In forelgn 
exchange bave been practically ex- 
hausted, the excess amount of notes 
fssued have hardly any backing. 
There is the danger that they may be 
discounted or even abolished after 
the conclusion of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, for such was the fate of 
the Japanese military notes cir- 
culated in‘ Manchuria during the 
Russo-Japanese War, the spokestnan 
declared. 


Question Of Reserve 


“The explanation given in articles 
recently published ‘in Shanghai by 
Mr. Yoshida, well-known Japanese 


banker, regarding the «issue of the. 


Hua Hsing banknotes was refuted 
by the spokesman. He pointed out 
the discrepancy between.

S. Lam (Hongkong Univer- 
sity} and Mr. R, Goldman (European 
Y.M.C.A.).
